Over 200 of 
the Company '« men did not appear for duty Sat- 
urday and the Company is rendertd practically 
htlpltta at a ratalt. 

Before the Government decided to malte a 
tait case of thiaalltgadtiolation, workmen on the 
dam aad loeka wtra ptrmitttd to work u many 
boars u they pleaaed. Ths majoritr, in fact 
all bat a very few, worked from tan to twelve 
hoars each day. The Company is paying its 
■MB at tht ntt of 20 eteta hoar, tad tbote 
men wti* aoeordiagly tantog tnm |2 to |2.40 
a day. 

After the indictmsnt wss returned against 
the Company tht man ware peraittod to work 
only eight hoars a day, ia compliaaeo with the 
Federal laws.
